Tp surround and destroy General 
KiHtopatkin's army at and below 
Mukden, to sieze and fortify Tie 
Pass, thus preventing Russian escape 
to the northward and when this if 
done to move on northward to Har- 
bin, there cutting the main line of 
the Siberian Railway and isolating 
Vladivostok, insuring the early fall 
of that city into the hands of the 
victors, is the Japanese military pr 
gramme, as it is outlined in di 
patches received at the Japanese 
legation in this city to-day, 

The tenor of the dispatches 
such as to indicate the cpnfidence of 
the government at Tokio that the 
programme is about to be carried 
ont and that the end of the war is in 
sight through the destruction of the 
last prop that remains under the 
Russian empire, which is Gen. Kuro- 
patkin's army of more than 300,000 
men. Marshal Oyama's objective 
throughout all this campaign along 
the Shakhe has been Tie Pass. H 
cares little or nothing about posses 
sion of the ancient city of Mukden 
J^is capable at best of housing but 
30,000 or 40,000 troops. But tht 
Pass is the key to the whole strate 
gical position. It is not a narrow 
defile through the mountains, yet it 
is not so broad but that it admits of 
fortification so effectively as to bar 
the way of a retreating and beaten 
army. The Japanese are rushing 
for Tie Pass, and if they can gain 
possession of it they will destro 
Kouropatkin's communications an 
have him surrounded. With his lin 
of supplies cut off, he must soon nil 
short of ammunition and be com 
pelled to surrender. On the othe 
ml, if the Russian commander cai 
_„iak through with all or the majo 
part of his army, to the northward 
of Tie Pass lies an open plain where- 
on an enveloping movement would 
be vastly more difficult if not im- 
possible. In case the Russian forces 
can reach this plain the war must be 
indefinitely prolonged. 

It is apparent that the greatest 
success of the Japanese advance now 
lies with Nogi, who, supported by 
Oku to the southeast, is pressing to 
within four miles of the town of 
Mukden in parts of his line. But 
even here the advance is not general 
in character. It is evident that the 
Japanese generals find themselves 
confronted by most skillfully placed 
fortifications, which may counter- 
balance their numerical superiority 
and hold them without further ad- 
vantage for some days. In the cen- 
ter the operations of both armies 
are most obscure, by reason of the 
fact that the country is badly bro- 
ken, and outflanking operations by 
both sides are succeeding one anoth- 
r rapidly, compelling swift changes 
I all the formations. 

Losses Unknown. 

For ten days the Japanese and 
Russian armies in Manchuria have 
been engaged in mighty conflict, the 
ireueof which has not yet been 
reached. Although the most of the 
news from the scenes of the battle 
comes through Russian sources, and 
consequently, may be supposed to 
present the facts in as favorable a 
light as possible for Russian arms, 

is evident that the Japanese made 
>me gains Tuesday. 

St. Petersburg has an unofficial 
report that Gen. Kuropatkin'scenter 
has been broken, and that thirteen 
siege guns have fallen into the handB 
of the Japanese. These guns, which 
are of Bix and eight-inch caliber, 
were given permanent emplacements 



- the line of the railroad north of 
Shahke station, the fact evidencing 
the confidence of the Russians that 
the Japanese could not penetrate 
thither. 

In St. Petersburg it is generally 
believed that Gen. Kuropatkin was 
Tuesday fighting a rearguard action 
to cover his retreat, and that Wed- 
nesday night will have witnessed a 
'arge withdrawal of troops toward 
Me Pass. All of the Commander-in- 
'hief 's ability, it is considered, will 
be required to extricate his army 
from its present predicament. 

The issue, it is expected will be 
decided today, and a great deal un- 
questionably depends upon the com- 
parative ability of the opposing 
armies to resist the effects of hunger 
and fatigue, the limit of human en- 
durance having evidently been near- 
ly reached on both sides. 

Beyond the statement that the 
casualties exceeded those of the 
battle of Liao Yang, there is little 
known as to the number killed or 
wounded.

NTER SCENES ON AN EAST- 
ERN PRESERVE. 

• Timely Advice from Ernest 
Harold Baynea— Price of Success 
Lies In Management, He 
Declares. 

The price of sucoeiw In the manage- 
ment of a game preserve Is continual, 
sareful and intelligent forethought I 
am constantly reminded of this fact 
As I note from week to week the work 
which goes quietly along In tho Blue 
Mountain forest, commonly known as 
Corbln Park, near Newport, N. li- 
the largest fenced game preserve in 
America. To tell of the work which is 
done in the course of a year inside the 
36 miles of fence which marks the 
boundary of the vast lnclosure, wouid 
take much more space ths'n is allotted 
to this article. 

With tho first heavy snow fall in No- 
vember came the question of feeding 
those animals which would soon he tin 
able to find sufficient food for them- 
selves. The deer, elk and wild boar 
were all right for the present; they 
were not depenudent upon food whlcn 
grew upon the ground, and which was 
now burled beneath the snow, and more-

over they were fat and In unusually fine 
condition owing to the heavy crop of ap- 
ples on which they had been feeding 
for many weeks. But the buffaloes de- 
pend largely on the food they can get 
upon the ground, and besides these ani- 
mals are now too rare for any chances 
to be taken with the finest herd in the 
world. Down in the southeastern part 
of the reservation, in an enclosure 
known as Central station or No. 1. 
large yards have been made as winter 
quarters for buffaloes, and here, once 
the animals are rounded up, it is a com- 
paratively simple matter to feed them. 
But 24,000 acres is a large place, and 
buffaloes are not given to taking orders 
from anyone, so It Is not the easiest 
thing in the world to persuade them to 
seek a particular part of the preserve 
and allow themselves to be shut up in 
buffalo yards. However. It is well 
known that buffaloes once started along 
a trail which they have been over be- 
fore are very apt to stick to that trail 
as there Is some good cause ror their 
leaving it. 

So, when one day about the first of 
January, the men who had the work 
hand, surrounded the main buffalo 
herd on a plain in the northwestern 
part of the park, they gently urged 
them towards the entrance to a trail, 
and into this the animals turned. Five 
miles away the trail reached a point to 
which a farm Wagon had been driven, 
and when the buffaloes arrived they 
found a little hay waiting for them. 
They quickly ate it, and Just beyond 
there was a little more, and a little more 
beyond that again. The hungry ani- 
mals walked along, picking up the hay 
as they went, and naturally enough 
after they had traveled thus for ten 
miles, they found themselves at night- 
fall on the other side of the mountain 
and about five miles from the buffalo 
yards. Here in some open fields they 
halted for the night and the men who 
had surrounded them went home, 
returning early the next morning they 
found most of the buffaloes picking 
a scanty meal from patches of bare 
ground to be seen here and there, bt 
two cows with their wellgrown calvt 
were missing. They were overtaken 
Are miles away. 

In the meantime the main herd wa 
urged and led quietly along to a larg 
lnclosure known as No. 2, whence the 
were easily driven into the buffalo yard: 
Here they were taken In charge by Wl 
liam Morrison, expert In the breedln 
and handling of buffaloes, and he dl 
vlded them Into groups according t 
their age and B.ex. In the first yard wer 
placed all the calves of the previous 
spring; In the second, a number of old 
bulls; In the third, young bulls and 
heifers, and so on through seven orelght 
inclosures. 

Each buffalo shed has a loft In w 
the hay is stored, and from which It 
be tossed down Into racks Ix-low. Bach 
full-growi! buffalo eats about throe 
tons during the winter; each calf c 
sumes about half a ton. and bis alb 
ance of hay increases about bait a ton 
a winter with each succeeding year 
til he reaches maturity. In this way 
the animals will be provided for until 
May, when the entire herd, Including 
the cows with their young- calves, wl 
be turned loose to wander at will over 
the great preserve, and to shift fot 
themselves until the snow storms of 
next Decern!. re again mi off their 
natural supply of food.

Seventy Thousand Acres. 

The State of Idaho will throw open 
for public entry, on March 25, seven- 
ty thousand acres of irrigable land 
under the Twin Falls Canals. This 
is the third opening of 140,000 acres 
having been previously opened and 
so generally taken up that it was de- 
cided to extend the area. The state 
will also place on sale twelve thou- 
sand acres of school lands on March 
22 in the same tract. The Twin Falls 
tfact borders the great Shoshone 
Snake river in the northern part of 
Cafsia county and is the largest on 
Western Continent under one irriga- 
tion system. The land is sold at 50 
cents an acre by the state and the 
perpetual water rights cost a total 
of $25 an acre, the payments ex- 
tending over ten years. The soil is 
a fine lava ash, very productive 
the home market takes all that 
be produced. All Idaho in on the 
Pacific slope and the climate is mild 
in winter and not oppressive in sum- 
mer. The altitude is less than 4,000 
feet. Inquiry about these lands may 
be made at the office of the State 
Land Board at Twin Falls, Idaho. 
A new railroad is now being built by 
the Oregon Short line, into the heart 
of the tract. 

Twin Falls city was opened August 
29 last and now has about 1,000 peo- 
ple. It was estimated that it would 
take 15 years to develop the tract, 
but it will take less than three. Any 
person 21 years of age or over may 
take up not to exceed 170 acres 
Most of the people come from othei 
irrigated states, but a number oi 
colonies have come f ram the East, 
As high as 78 bushels of wheat to 
the acre were raised last season, 
I other crops, including fruits, in 
>rtion.

The defense 
was very weak. 

The case was argued by Robert 
Lander and Judge Bush and sub- 
mitted at the noon adjournment 
yesterday.

rious error, if reports comingl from 
that quarter are correct. It isjjsaid 
that the business men of our sister 
city are very much aggrieved and 
disappointed over the actionftof the 
Executive Committee of the Farm- 
ers' Tobacco Association in selecting 
the general salesman from Claiks- 
ville, but more chagrined because 
of the designation of ( larksville as 
the point for the collection of type 
samples, for classification, etc." 

Then follows a lengthy argument 
against the trust. We are all op- 
posed to the Tobacco Trust, but it is 
unnecessary for us to form a Clarks- 
ville Trust in order to carry out the 
purposes of the organization. 
Our neighbor continues: 
"The success of the movement 
will bring from two to three million 
more money in the district than the 
iast crop fetched. This money will 
be divided with the trade of the two 
places in proportion as the people 
choose their trading place, and Hop- 
kinsville has not been hurt, but 
benefited by the organization, for 
she- will receive both her full share 
of the patronage in business and 
more tobacco for prizing'Jand 
storage, than otherwise under the 
trust rule. 

We would call the attention of all 
interested to the fact that it was 
contention or rivalry between Louis- 
ville and Cincinnati that led indirect- 
ly to the defeat of the Burley 
Growers' Organization, and ' if the 
farmers of this section are wise they 
will lend no comfort to such a com- 
plaint from any quarter, but follow 
the action of their leaders, who have 
been faithful and true, and accom- 
plished the mo3t wonderful feat in 
organization known in history." 

On the other hand it is important 
that the leaders at once amend their 
rules and lend proper "comfort" to 
every city in the district whose banks 
are helping to finance the movement, 
in order to avoid just what happened 
at Cincinnati. Clarksville may be 
strong in her own conceit, but 
we doubt if she be strong enough to 
i committee believed to 
have been organized with its 
weather eye on Clarksville to "lend 
no comfort" to those who do not 
like the agreement.

OLDEST KXI8TING COMMUNIS- 
TIC SOCIETY ON CONTINENT. 

Something of Their Origin and Be- 
liefs— Numbers Are Now Dwind- 
ling Away and "Their Lands 
Passing Into Other Hand*. 

This people vowed to, celibacy sooa 
will be but a name among us; their 
numbers and property are fading away. 
Just the other day valuable Shaker 
lands in Pennsylvania were parted 
with, a significant action. The Shaker* 
are the oldest existing communistic 
society on this continent. 

Statistics of churches in the United 
Slates for 1903 give the number of 
members of the Shaker society as only 
1,000, a mere handful. Fifteen Shaker 
churches are recorded for that year. 

It was back in 1774 the Shaker pil- 
grims sought the "stern and rockbound 
coast" of America, not, like those oth- 
er pilgrims, remaining near shore, but 
making settlement farther Inland. The 
first small company stayed for awhile 
place about seven miles from Al 
bany. N. Y.. but later the church was 
established at New Lebanon, which be- 
came the common center for member* 
in various parta of the country.

years. "Pittsburg 
Phil" was born in 
Scwickley, Pa. He 
was a young boy 
when his father 
died, and the fam- 
ily moved to Al- 
legheny City. After 
a few years in the 
public schools of 
that city Smith 
started out to earn 
a living. He began 
«u a brakeman in a 
railroad yard, but lasted only one day 
for he wrecked a ear and left la a hurry 
Then he secured a place as a cork cutter 
at a -alary of J1U a week. It was notlong 
before he drifted into the poolrooms of 
Pittsburg. At that time such things as 
complete tables of race results were un- 
known, and the young man quickly real- 
ized that such data were invaluable to a 
successful bettor. He began by jotting 
down the performances- as they 
were called off by the telegraph op- 
erator, and In a short time was conver- 
sant with the probable running ot 
horses and began to bet. To get all the 
action he wanted Smith went to Chicago. 
U was there that he gained the sobriquet 
of "Httsburg Phil." His own explana- 
tion of how he won the sobriquet is in- 
teresting. When buying pools in Chi- 
cago he yelled up to the boy, "Phil." Ae 
there was another "Phil" patronizing 
the room, the players called Smith 
"Pittsburg Phil," as a means of Identi- 
ty and this designation clung to him 
through his turf career. In 1887 Smith 
went east and continued to plunge. A 
year later his luck changed, and for a 
time he left the turf. It wasuot long be- 
fore he returned, and in 1890 he branched 
out as an ownerof horses, Twice in 1891 
King Cadmus won, the first time at odd* 
of niuu to one, when his owner backed 
him to win 175,000. On the other occas- 
ion he was credited with a winning of 
198,000, and on Parvenu it was currently 
believed that he cashed winning tickets 
amounting to $200,000 on a single race. 
In 1908 his entries were barred on suspi- 
cion and he sold bis stable. "Plttabttrf 
j-hll" was one of the few plungers to die 
rich. His fortune was estimated at vari- 
ous sums up to $1,000,000. His history 
reads like a romance. He started to win 
from the time he entered the game ot 
turf speculation, and, with rare Inter- 
vals, continued to win almost up to tho 
time ot his death.
